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PIEDMONT SEASON 
A SPLENDID ONE 


First Review By The Chronicle 
To Be Followed By Other 
Packs 


Hearken, and you shall hear of 
one of the greatest seasons that the 
oldest recognized Hunt in Virginia 
has had in years. Founded in 1870, 
under the present Mastership of Dr. 
A. C. Randolph, of Grafton Farm, 
Upperville, this Hunt is full of leg- 
end. The pack, of American hounds, 
is said to have once chased a fox with 
two brushes that, according to the 
colored people’s version, was only 
supposed to run in the full of the 
moon, The event is commemorated 
by the mask and crossed brushes on 
the Hunt buttons. 


The pack this year, with Huntsman 
Craun and Whipper-in Beavers ac- 
counted superbly throughout the sea- 
son, and though never giving chase to 
the legendary brushed fox, had no 
blank days in 383 official outings. 
Even during cubbing season, when 
the young entry of some 14 couple 
proved most promising, foxes were 
found to be plentiful. Early morn- 
ing risers, who fared forth before 
five, enjoyed good sport. Dr. Ran- 
dolph first let followers come out in 
late September, and all who made 
the effort of an early morning rise 
were well rewarded. 

The domain of Piedmont, about 20 
miles wide, is in 
both Loudoun and Fauquier counties, 
and the country is mostly grain-grow- 
ing and grazing land made up of large 
farms and many of these owned by 
Fletchers, Glascocks and Slaters. The 
fences, natural, are of stone and 
rail and Dr. Randolph has completed 
this year some fine paneling which 
makes the Rectortown Delaplane and 
the west-end of Unison country the 
best rolling, galloping terrain in the 
Old Dominion. The Hunt Servants 


miles long by 12 


were all well mounted, with seven 
fine thoroughbreds in the Hunt’s 
stable to call upon, and a_ great 


weight-carrying half-bred that brou- 
ght credit to his type carrying Hunts- 
man Craun in consistent splendid 
fashion. 


Through cubbing season, the fields 
were small, and Piedmont Hounds 
had a number of great mornings, 
with the young ones learning the 
rudiments from their elders. The 
opening day meet was one of the most 
colorful and picturesque of any Hunt 
here this autumn. Meeting at Graf- 
ton Farm, November 2, later than 
usual this year, at eleven o’clock Dr. 
Randolph had some sixty five with 
him, who enjoyed a run bang off the 
reel. A fox was bolted on the west- 
end of Grafton, that lost no time in 
Straightening out across the Slater 





Farm and then through the Mellon 
Rokeby on a big sweep, where there 
was no waiting as the field fanned 
out to take the solid new timber 
fences. Down Wolf’s Road, onto 
Senator Glascock’s Glenmore Farm, 
twenty couples of American hounds 
without further ado, accounted in the 
open. Mrs. Robert C. Winmill of 
Warrenton and Mrs. Taylor Hardin 
of Piedmont. were awarded the red’s 
trophies. 


Hounds went out consistently 
throughout November. Meeting at 
Five Points on the 5th, a good run 
was enjoyed on a red, and back over 
to Philomont on the 8th, a field of 
some twenty enjoyed a cracking good 
run of twenty minutes. On the 12th, 
the meet was at New Ford, a pre- 
race-meet, before the Glenwood 
Middleburg Race festivities. M. F. H. 
Dr. Randolph had a visitor in his 
field in Daniel C. Sands, M. F. H. of 
the adjoining pack, Middleburg. As 
good a day as could be wanted was 
enjoyed, when a fox was straighten- 
ed out of Welborne, and was finally 
lost near the Cider Mill, when cattle 
fouled scent, but not before great 
galloping had been enjoyed through 
Slater and Fletcher land. 


Nov. 16 was the next meeting, 
Delaplane, where followers enjoyed 
the great galloping cattle country and 
new stiff paneling and Orange Coun- 
ty Hounds almost converged on the 
same line with Piedmont. On Nov. 
19, Hounds met at Blakely Grove, 70 
were out. Hounds found immediate- 
ly and made an hour of it, before ac- 
counting in denning. Many called it 
a day at this juncture, for there were 
some fields where it took a good gal- 
loping horse to stay up. Dr. Ran- 
dolph’s Hounds went on though, find- 
ing again for another fifty minutes, 
crossing the pike, going through the 
quest place and into Langley’s, and 
there were some “‘cooked” ones at 
the end of the day. 

Hounds met at the Pot House on 
the 23rd of November and accounted 
well. The post-Thanksgiving meet- 
ing was at Atoka, with field of 93 fol- 


lowers out on the 28th. Scenting 
conditions were impossible, though 


hounds accounted for two foxes, run- 
ning one by sight. Four foxes were 
started during the day, all accounted 
for, two in denning. The meet was 
at eleven, and the temperature too 
high. The final Nov. fixture was on 
the 30th, at Green Garden. 

Bollingbrook, home of the Senator 
Thomas Glascock, was the meeting 
place for the 3rd of December, and 
those who stayed through from the 
one o’clock meeting time until after 
four, enjoyed a great run. Forty 
minutes was the reward for the late 
stayers, and a denning. Simpson 
Dean, M. F. H. of Vicemeade Hunt was 
out. Weather kept hounds in for a 
spell, but on Dec. 10, the meeting 
was at Paul Mellon’s Gate, the going 
hard, weather intensely cold. In spite 
of these unfavorable conditions a 
large field turned out. Two foxes 
were run for a brief time. Out on 
the following Tuesday, hounds met 
at Unison, and the ground was hard 
like macadam. A fox was started but 
few attempted to stay with Hounds, 
and scent failed. Louis Merryman, 
a visitor, came a ’cropper this day, 
breaking up his shoulder. 

The meet for Dec. 17, was the 
Maples, home of Mrs. Josh Fletcher, 
at one, as usual. (Dr. Randoph is a 
believer of good scenting conditions, 
early and late in the day; and his re- 
cords show that most of the best runs

The Plains 
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By Carol White 


Instead of writing about food to- 
day, I wish I could write only about 
the really beautiful and fascinating 
place we have just come home from. 
It really slayed me. The place was 
built in 1740 by a Major Hugees, and 
bought and put into condition in 
1907 by Captain Emerson, and I 
must say he did a bang up job of it. 

In the olden days (as a matter of 
fact just until a few years ago) you 
had to take a boat to get to the place 
and came up a canal edged by palms 
and arrived at the extreme edge of 
the place and straight up a garden 
walk that was unbelievable as to 
beauty. First through a wonderful 
old wrought iron gate topped by two 
huge bronze pineapples (the emblem 
of hospitality) and on into a garden 
which, when I was there was a mass 
of azalias, great clumps of them. Rose 
pinks, whites, the most wonderful 
shade of reddish pink and mauve. 
Over these hung that lovely pale gray 
hanging moss from the live oaks and 
on a good many of the trees great 
heavy blossoms of wisteria. The ef- 
fect of the lavender flowers hanging 
in that feathery moss was too beauti- 
ful for words. 

Little lakes were in the garden too, 
I suppose with the idea of reflecting 
the conglomeration of color lent by 
the flowers. The effect was breath- 
taking. With the sea on one side of 
us and the river on the other, rice 
fields, duck sanctuaries, fishing, crab- 
ing and darkies singing so that they 
would tug at your heart strings, my 
son spent his entire time riding a 
motor skooter (the one thing he 
could do at home). 

We arrived home last Friday night 
motored all day, even eating on the 


wing, and only stopping for gas and ‘a 


oil. To make the trip more compli- 
cated we had loot in the back of the 
car consisting of sixteen baby alli- 
gators, fourteen diamond backed ter- 
ripin, a box of camillias, an old-fash- 
ioned rice morter which I bought 
from an old colored man after having 
watched him thresh out a ‘“‘mess”’ of 
rice, and a big box of sea shells. I 
am going to take a crack at cooking 
the terripin to-night, if it turns out 
well I will give the recipe next week. 

The colored people down in George- 
town, S. C., live mostly on rice and 
once in a while a little ‘‘fat meat’ 
and greens, but given the goods they 
can really cook the most delicious 
dishes. 

They tell me that nobody on earth 


can whip up game the way those na-}’ 


tive cooks can. I did not have a 
chance to test this out as I went out 
of the bird and duck season, but I 


am going to give you some of the 
things which I thought particularly 
good. 

An old standby (so the overseer 
told me). 

RED RICE 

14 pound bacon 

1 small can tomatoes 

1 pound rice 

Salt and pepper to taste 

4 cups chicken broth 

Have the bacon sliced and cut into 
small pieces. Fry it until crisp and 
remove bits of bacon. Leave about 
four tablespoons drippings and in 
this brown the rice. Stir constantly 
to see that it does not burn. Then 
add the tomatoes, a teaspoon of salt 
and the chicken stock. Cover and 
cook for half an hour, or until rice is 
tender. Add the bacon bits and sea- 
son to taste. Serve very hot. 

CHICKEN PILAU 

2 cups uncooked rice 

5 cups boiling water 

2 teaspoons salt 

1 chicken 

% pound salt pork 

1 large, finely chopped onion 

Pepper to taste 

Cook the rice in the water to which 
the salt has been added. Keep the 
saucepan closely covered during the 
cooking. The rice should be very 
dry when done. Parboil the chicken 
and the pork till very tender. Re. 
move the chicken from the stock and 
add the onion and pepper. Cook the 
stock down for a few minutes till the 
onion is tender. Take the chicken 
from the bones and mix with the rice, 
adding enough stock to flavor. Do 
not add much stock as the dish 
should be firm. Serve piled up on a 
platter and garnish with hard cook- 
ed, quartered eggs. Serves eight. 

SWEET POTATO PONE 

1 cup grated, raw sweet potato 

2 eges 

% cup sugar 

% cup molasses 

% cup milk 

% tablespoon ginger 

Add the eggs to the sweet potato 
and beat well; add remaining ingred- 
ients and beat until thoroughly mix- 
ed. Turn the mixture into a butter- 
ed baking dish and bake in a moder- 
ate oven for about an hour. 

I almost brought a little colored

They are very much 
like the May Bugs who come every 
year, buzz around for a short while, 
and then disappear leaving their 
hard shells behind them. This army 
of spring inspired gardeners do pre- 
cisely the same thing. They buy gard- 
en tools galore, seed, wire, etc., dig 
up all the ground into beds and then 
disappear when the hot sun and 
other pursuits affect them. Their 
poor plants that have struggled up, 
are left neglected to die with the 
first frost. They then hang out the 
windows and mutter as they gaze re- 
gretfully upon the barren clay spot 


bereft of any permanent plants, “I 
never can make things’ grow.’ to 
avoid such an unhappy ending to 
these spring inspired gardens, may 


I suggest that their gardeners limit 
their tools to a good sturdy spade 
and a hose, and their ambition to 
worthwhile perhaps a 
small tree. These once planted need 
only to be watered during the sum- 
mer, as frost comes they provide, not 
a plot of wasted effort, but the start 
of a worthwhile garden. This will re- 
sult in a lot of pleasure and _ very 
little trouble. A well kept piece of 
lawn and a beautiful tree is fair com- 
petition for the most elaborate gard- 
en.
